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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

No child may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The Librarian respectfully submits the fiftieth annual 
report. 

At the main library a gain of 1,381 books was made over 
the previous year making the total number of books circu- 
lated 33,546. Of this number 24 per cent were non-fiction 
and 76 per cent were fiction. The juvenile books circulated 
repesented 27 per cent of the total circulation. 4,223 books 
were circulated at the Branch Library making the total for 
the whole town 37,769. The per capita for the year was 12 
books. 

The method of charging the books has been changed this 
year. Each borrower retained his old number but he now 
has only one library card, whereas, with the old system he 
was obliged to have from one to four cards. All books and 
magazines are charged and checked off when returned on this 
card. The custom of one seven day or new fiction book to a 
person is still observed. A borrower may also have one cur- 
rent periodical and as many two week books as he wishes. 
It is optional whether the borrower retains his card or leaves 
it at the library but the card must be presented when borrow- 
ing or returning a book. 

A deposit of thirty-five books was lent to the Community 
House for the boys to use in the Junior room. Instruction in 
the use of the library card catalog and reference books was 
given to the High School freshman class. 


CHILDREN’S ROOM. 


Miss Snodgrass visited grades three, four and five in 
June to announce a series of eight story hours to be held 
during the summer. Original posters illustrating various 
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book-favorites done by the pupils in Miss Knight’s room were 
on display during Book-Week. 

The winter meeting of the Massachusetts Library Club 
in Boston and the spring meeting in Northampton was at- 
tended by the Librarian while the fall meeting at Lake 
George was attended by Miss Snodgrass. Miss Louise Mor- 
ton, a senior at the Hopedale High School, has been added 
to the staff as a part-time assistant to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Miss Lewis. 

At this time I wish to acknowledge my appreciation to 
the Trustees for their co-operation and advice. The loyalty 
of the Staff which includes Miss Caldwell at South Hopedale 
and our janitor is greatly appreciated.
